Save work—have a mud scraper 
outside the door. A husky scrub 
brush nailed to porch floor, bris¬ 
tles up, is a good homemade one. 

Don't force sticky drawers. Rub 
the sticking surface with paraffin 
or hard laundry soap. If this 
doesn’t do the trick, sand the 
edges down a trifle. 

To mend a torn window screen: 
cut out a piece of screen an inch 
or so larger all around than the 
hole. Strip down the edges until 
you have an inch or more of 
loose wires all around. Put the 
patch over the outside of the hole 
and weave the loose wires into 
the screen. Very inconspicuous if 
you do this carefully. 

Soak neglected paint brushes in 
hot vinegar to renew them. 

Use your vacuum on kitchen 
and all hard floors to draw dust 
out of nooks and crannies around 
appliances and furniture.

To banish shower curtain scum:

Add % cup ammonia to the first 
rinse, then follow with a clear 
rinse and hang curtains straight 
over the shower rod to drip dry.

TOMATOES 


The United States Department 
of Agriculture advises home¬ 
makers not to ripen tomatoes on 
a sunny warm window sill as 
was so often done in grandma’s 
day. It is the heat, not the light, 
that’s wrong for ripening. At 
temperatures above 85° F. toma¬ 
toes turn yellow instead of at- 
tractivey red. On the other hand, 
they don’t ripen well either if 
they are chiled. Refrigeration, for 
example, will cause unripe toma¬ 
toes to become pale, watery and 
lacking in flavor. How then 
should you ripen tomatoes ? For 
vitamin preservation and for best 
retainment of flavor, ripen them 
in good light and at room tem¬ 
peratures between 60 and 75 de- 
I grees F.
